Among these were Cur- 
tis Brooks, executive director of the Columbus Area 
Community: Action Organization (CMACAO), Tom 
Fullove, president of the Columbus NAACP and Clifford 
Tyree, of the Youth Service Bureau and member of the 
Columbus Area Full Employment Coalition. 

“Our kids want to work but opportunities are not 
available,” Tyree asserted. Under the summer youth 
program, he said, 8000 youths applied for 3000 jobs. 
There’ were many more who didn't apply, he added, 
because they were discouraged or didn’t feel they could 
get a job. , 

Tyree cited national figures showing that unem- 
Pp t for blacks was between 12.2 and 13.7 percent 
in 1978 and 1977 while the unemployment rate for whites 
ranged from 6.2 to 7.4 and in 1977, unemployment 
among black yews ages 16-19 was between 33.7 and 
40.3 percent. said statistics for the Columbus area 
are comparable. 

Noting that unemployment leads to social unrest and 
anti-social behavior, he sald every able-bodied person 
should be provided a job opportunity. 

“It's Incumbent upon us to participate in the rally. to 
demonstrate we want jobs and*we're willing to work,” 
Tyree said. : 

Urging all concerned citizens to join the march “in 
great numbers”, Curtis Brooks said the attainment of full 
employment “must. become the nation’s top priority.” 

“The Federal government is involved,” Brooks said, 
“but the effort to create full employment will never 
become ‘a success until the private business sector 
peogmes concerned enough to join this most crucial ef- 
ort. 

“Political, social, church and civic organizations in all 
areas of Franklin County must realize that 
unemployment’is a black and white problem. All groups 
should work closely with the community's business ~ 
leadership in a concerted effort to eliminate the cancer 
of unemployment. ; 

“Jobs lead to dignity and self-esteem," Brooks con- 

tinued. “Unemployment creates a danger to lives and 
property in every segment of our community. 
“Black Unemployment would not be as dangerous as It 
is if the business community would follow a fair ap- 
proach in the employment of all people, regardless of 
race, creed or color,” Brooks stated. 

NAACP President Fullove also urged support for the 
march and rally. 

“It is my view,” Fullove said, “that the fundamental 
economic situation that black and poor people are con- 
fronted with is that of employment.”

“It will be a great per- 
sonal disappointment to 
me if! cannot find a black 
person — preferably male — 
to fit this slot,” the new 
treasurer said, ‘but time is 
running out on me. | need 
an expert on taxation and 
government fiscality, and | 
need that person now.” 

Rinehart said that he had 
found some blacks who 
were, in his words, 
“eminently qualified,” but 
that those individuals were 
all firmly ensconced in 
secure positions and un- 
willing to accept a sub- 
stantial reduction in salary 
to take on the relatively in- 
secure political appoint- 
ment. 

In an affirmative action 
plan prepared for Rinehart 
by a former official of the 
Ohio Civil Rights Com- 
mission, it is stated that 
equal employment oppor- 
tunity for all employees 
and applicants “regardiess 
of race, color, religion, sex, 
national origin, age or con- 


“dition of handicap” will be 


a “fundamental policy” of 
his administration. 

“As far as | know, this is 
the only such affirmative 
action plan in county 
government, and we have 
established this policy 
voluntarily — not because 
we are under any legal 
requirement to do so,” 
Rinehart said. 


When asked how the af- 
firmative action goals 
would affect partisan 
patronage, inehart 
allowed that if he was 
going to retain or hire 
significant numbers of 


blacks, It might mean that 


he will have to hire a few 
more Democrats than 
some Republican leaders 
might like. . 

“| understand the 
patronage system and | am 
not totally against it,”” 
Rinehart said. “And | un- 
derstand the desire of my 
party to fill available jobs 
with as many Republicans 
as possible. The fact is, 
however, that | was elected 
‘with the help of a lot of 


Democrats ‘who were 
disenchanted with the 
ioutgoing incumbent 


Democrat Herb Pfeifer). 

“| was also one of the 
few — perhaps — the only — 
Republican candidate in 
any race to receive sub- 
stantial black support, and 
| would wager that the 
majority of those blacks 
who voted for me are 
Democrats,” Rinehart con- 
tinued. “! certainly cannot 
ignore that part of my con- 
stituency.” 

“After all is said 
done, after legal. 
requirements, partisan 
patronage and the like 
have all been taken into 
consideration, | still feel 
that | have a_ personal 
moral obligation to try to 
fill available jobs with 
people who reflect the 
composition of the 
populace we are sworn to 
serve: the people of 
Franklin County,” Rinehart 
stated.

~. Capital. spending, heavy investment, 
will rise 15 percent.

President Jimmy Carter likes press 

conference with editors from the 
sticks. 

Last Friday, along with some 30 
other news editors, | spent the day 
with the White House press staff. We 
started at 8:30 in the morning and ran 
non-stop until 3:30 in the afternoon. 
During this time, we had a half-hour 
press conference with President 
Carter. 

These conferences with out-of- 
Washington news editors, is a new 
Carter innovation. The participants 
are exposed to the White House 
press staff with free question 
privileges. Briefings by top Cabinet 
officials gave us much important 
information on problems currently in 
the news. 

The press conference with 
President Carter was in the Cabinet 
Room. The president said he was 
“very pleased with the results” of his 
first half year in the White House. He 
flashed the noted Carter smile and 
appeared relaxed. 

Welfare reform was one of the 
national issues he talked about. He 
said he ‘expected to have his 
comprehensive welfare reform 
package ready for hearings before 
Congress adjourns in October. He 


_said_ ‘We are now letting public 


works contracts at a rate of about 
1,000 per week. We are putting 
public service jobs into effect at a 
rate even beyond what we had hoped 
to do." 

On the question about Middle East 
peace, he said: “We are not trying to 
impose an American or United States 
settlement upon the other nations 
involved." However, he did say 
“there is going to be a great deal of 
disillusionment on’ our part in the 
Middle East and around the world if 
some progress is not demonstrated 
within the year.” 

The president spoke out very 
frankly“on the African question. He 
said that we cannot order people 
around. He did say he has had 
encouragement from South Africa. “1 
think,” “he ‘observed; “they want a 
settlement.'’ Continuing, the 
president said: “We would like to 
encourage them to the most rapid 
possible rate, eliminate the grossly 
discriminatory practices that have 
been there for a number of years.” 

Between the president and Ambler 
Moss, who is a member of the 
negotiating team on the Panama 
Canal Treaty, the editors got quite a 
briefing on the details of the treaty. 

On energy, President Carter said: 
“It is obvious to me as one who has 
analyzed it as thoroughly as | can, 


to be more and more severe each 
year.” 


Underclass? 


-* 

The recent New York City blackout and 
the widespread looting that ensued had 
one salutary effect. It dramatically called 
attention to the desperate and desolate 
plight of a group of Americans that the 
sociologists have dubbed the “American 
underclass.” 

For the most part this group consists of 
blacks, but, of late, their ranks have 
become sprinkled with a goodly number 
of Hispano-Americans and poor whites. 
These .are the people who we look at 


~ “daily in our urban ghettoes, but strive not” 


to see. 

This sightlessness is especially 
prevelant among our black brothers who 
through struggle and sacrifice have 
fought their way out of the urban valleys 
of despair into the middle class incomes 
and/or neighborhoods. 

While the number of blacks earning 
more than $10,000 a year is expanding, 
and the number earning less than $5,000 
is shrinking, almost a third of all black 
families are still below the poverty line. 
By contrast, only 8.9% of the nations’ 
white families are similarly situated. Now 
all this obtains while the country is in its 
third year of strong economic recovery; a 
recovery that has added some six million 
jobs since the end of the 1973-75 
recession. 

There was a time when economists 
insisted that the nation would be ridin 
the waves .of prosperity and seif- 
sufficiency when the employment figure 
reached 60 million jobs. Ironically, total 
U.S. Employment as of August 1977, has 
risen to 90.8 million, buf virtually all of 
the increase can be attributed to white 
workers, adults and teen-agers alike. At 
the same time the August unemployment 
rate for blacks was 14.5%, matching the 
highest post World War li level. -

THE UNSOLVABLE 
PROBLEM? 


One of the most difficult; perhaps unsolvable, 
problems our nation faces is what to-do about illegal 
immigration. 

it is difficult because we know so little about it — 
estimates of illegal immigrants in the United States 
range from four million to twelve million, a spread so 
wide that the truth is that we simply don't know how 
many there are. Nor do we know if indeed they take 
significant numbers of jobs away from citizens and re- 
sident aliens, if they depress labor standards, or even 
if they use social services to an extent not covered by 
the taxes they pay. i 
The problem may be unsolvable because, short of 
putting up an American-style Berlin Wall on the 
~state-tactics,— 
there may be no real way to end illegal immigration. 

To its.credit, the Administration is trying to curb 
illegals. It has produced a program of sanctions 
against employers of illegals, tougher enforcement of 
labor laws and border patrols to try to cope with the 
massive inflow.
